A great deal has 
been written upon the subject of in- 
ducing dryness or lessening rainfall 
by cutting away the forests. But the 
subjeq@phas been superficially treated, 
and conclussiens have been jumped at 
and crookedly stated, though they 
may in the main be correct. Trees 
and plants with penetrating roots and 
abundant shade have the effect to 
hold the moisture near the surface— 
drawing and keeping it there after it 
is once there by capillary attraction, 
throughout the seasons of drouth 
which would be severe enough 
to transform a dry country 
into a desert; but few plants could 
hold out through it. A country dot- 


ted or partially covered with moisture- | 


holding vegetation would not only 
keep moist the intervening spaces 
where there. are no forests, to a de- 
DRAWING THE WATER FROM THE DEPTHS 
to the surface by sun power, but it 
would supply the atmosphere with 
moisture by a constant flow through 
the leaves, doing the duty of a thous- 
and windmills. In that case the at- 
mesphere would also hold more mois- 
ture than it otherwise could, and the 
usual causes might periodicaly pre- 
cipitate it in the form of rain. With- 
out theinterventien of life at the sur- 
face the earth becomes dry, revertin 
to its primeval condition before it ha 
anything upon it t. was beautiful. 
A crust is formed the surface, and 
through that no moisture can escape 
into the atmosphere. Earth and sky 
are at odds with each other, being 
equally forbidding. It is uud ubtedly 
within the reach of mankind

Where the rainfall is only from two to 
twelve inches, and cause the surface 
to hold the moisture so that the at- 
mosphere can take it up from the nat- 
ural reservoirs under the surface. 
Doubttess the formations and the 
proximity to mountaips holding abund- 
aot moisture would have something to 
do withit. So far, however, there 
has not been sufficient artificial vege- 
tation started in eastern Washington 
ander the previsions of the Timber 
Culture act to bring about the phe- 
gomenon which is to be accounted for.

Espy once tried to get an appropri- 
ation from congress to make experi- 
ments by starting tremendous fires. 
Another experimenter in this direction 
wants to produce rain by firing can- 
non, on the principle of concussion. 
There can be no doubt that if either 
of these parties could succeed in forc- 
ing the moisture-holding stratum of 
atmosphere up so ag to lower the tem- 
perature by the operation sufficiently 
to condense it into drops, the rain 
ought to come, and the experiments 
would be successful. Nor is it beyond 
the bounds of human possibility that 
such operations may yet be performed 
econonaically.
